On the other hand, 
heat and moisture together, are a fat- 
al combination, breathing ill health.

Turkish bath where dry hot air is 
used "with beneficial results.

physicians use, and 


in which, under proper conditions, a 
man's hand, ai-m or entire body can 
be subjected to 500 degrees of heat, 
although ordinarily meat cooks at a 
little over 30f> degrees.'

THE AUSTRALIAN PARLIAMENT 


Biz 8»uHtors Are Scrvlnjr from E««li of 


the Slates, . 


The first parliament of the new com- 


monwealth of Australia was recently 
opened with special pomp and 
cere- 


mony. The tariff question 
was 
the 


chief .issue in the elections,. which took 
place late in March. Should duties be 
levied with a vieW of .protecting home 
industries; or for revenue chiefly, with 
some regard to protection; or for rev- 
enue solely, without regard to other 
considerations? 
This wag the ques- 


tion upon which the parties-divided, 
and they were known respectively as 
High Tarifflsts, Low Tarifflsts, or Free 
Xr.^61-'3^??0!?1^ !° tne P^fULlPte f°r 
which they stood. fSere are tmHy-six' 
senators in the 
parliament—six for 


each of the states forming the federa- 
tion, little Tasmania.-having as large 
a representation in; the/senatf^'as New 
South Wales or Victoria,'-'(ust^as with 
us Nevada has as';many.'senators as 
New York. There are 75 'members of 
the House of Representatives', appor- 
tioned by population. "Senators 
and 


representatives were chosen 
by 
the 


same electors, and on the same days, 
but the senators on .a..general ticket, 
while the representatives in most in- 
stances were elected by districts. The 
result of the elections was to give a 
free trade or low tariff majority of six 
in the Senate and a protection or 'high 
tariff majority of five in the House of 
Representatives. This: close division, 
with the margin. in.,the Senate on one 
side and in the House on the other 
side, of the most important question 
which the parliament will, have to con- 
sider, .suggests a possibility of such 
conflicts o£ policy as have occurred in 
this country when - the 
Senate 
and 


House were controlled by different po- 
litical parties. The Atistralian premier 
Mr. Barton, and all his colleagues are 
protectionists. 
Next to tariff, 
labor 


questions are likely to be prominent. 
The Labor party, which secured eight, 
seats in the Senate and sixteen in the 
House, knows what it wants, and will 
be an aggressive force.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

HOW A SEA TURTLE FEEDS. 


He Takes • HI* Ball 'of 
Or»si Oat to 


S«» with Him. 


With my gastronomic taste, I nat- 


urally was very curious to know just 
what kind of terrapin are caught in 
these waters, for the dish is one much 
sought after by epicures and 
forms 


part of the menu of every first class 
hotel on the coast.- 1 was told that 
none were caught about here, but was 
invited to a sea turtle hunt.- Let the 
reader imagine a turtle weighing all 
the way from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds— 
and not lo-;g ago one was turned over 
on the beach near Miami that weighed 
more than 1,600 pounds—of 
course, 


I am giving the largest weight, for the 
average weight of those caught along 
the coast i3 500 pounds. After they 
are caught the turtles are kept for a 
long time, their captors feeding them 
on cabbages, lettuce, turnips; carrota 
and sea grasses, writes a Florida cor- 
respondent tor the Baltimore Ameri- 
can. The study of this monster shell- 
fish is a most interesting oriel In or- 
der to get rid of the parasites that 
cling to their shells they often enter 
fresh water streams to enjoy a bath, 
but they are' extremely timi'd and take 
fright at the least noise. The hunter 
knows, however, that the'turtle feeds 
in brackish streams, where the 
tide 


falls rather low and where the turtle 
grass 
grows 
in 
great 
profusion. 


The turtles cut great quantities of this 
grass and then roll It into a ball, ce- 
menting it as they roll it "with the clay 
in "which the grass grows; and in this 
way, when they have managed 
to 


amass a goodly supply of provision, 
they wait for high tide and float_away, 
seaward, feeding as they float." The 
professional hunters are quick to de-
